After visiting the young Muscat 
vineyards of our section, we are bound 
to confess our surprise at the fuilness 
of the vines with well-filled bunches 
of grapes Mn were a resident of the 
Santa Ana valley ten years and never 
in that time did we see finer pros 
at this season of the year, fora 
yield of raisin grapes. It has been 
thought by some that it was impossi- 
ble to produce a raisin grape in 
this part of the Gabriel, and it 


may yet’ prove true, but we certainly 
have one of the finest showings for a 


crop this year we have ever had. 
t may be that our judgment has been 


too hasty, as none of our vines were 1n 


full bearing, in fact very few vine- 
yards of the raisin varieties are more 
than three years old. If this year’s 
crop proves 8 successful one—and at 
present we see no reason why it should 
not—we will have added to our beau- 
tiful velley another. ind . One 
thing will bein favor which is detri- 
mental to the raisin business in the 
lower valleys, and that 1s our freedom 
from fogs.
